Principles for Basic Argument With 
Sir Edward Corson Are Sug- 
gested. 



London, Dec. 8.— Homo rule for Iro- 
land, with Ulster included and paci- 
fied, is visibly nearer realization as a 
result of- two important announce- 
ments by the government Friday. 

Tho British cabinet by a royal proc- 
lamation prohibited the importation of 
arms and ammunition Into Ireland. 

Premier Asqulth accepted the terms 
net forth by Sir Edward Carson In his 
Manchester address by which Ulster 
came to be pacified. 

Promulgation of the ban upon the 
importation of arms into Ireland for 
tho first time meets tho revolutionary 
threats of the. followers of Sir Edward 
CarBon, who have for months paraded, 
their military preparations and defied 
the government to interfere. 

AlinoBt at the time of publication of 
the king's proclamation Premier As- 
qulth made a long stop toward con- 
ciliation of the- Ulsterltes, announcing 
hlB acceptance of the principles for a 
basic • agreement which Sir Edward 
Carson had suggested. These princi- 
ples are: 

1. That the settlement must not 
be humiliating or degrading to Ulster. 

2. Ulster's treatment must not be 
different or exceptional form that 
meted out to the other parts of tne 
United Kingdom. 

3. Ulster must retain full protection 
of the imperial parliament. 

4. The home rule bill must not bo 
such as to lend to ultimate separa- 
tion of Ulster from Great Britain. 

Nottingham, Doc. .8.— Sir Edward 
Carson said In. a speech that tho Ul- 
ster volunteers aggregated 90,000. Ho 
added that they were determined and 
awaiting orders. After his speech 8ir 
Edward said the king's proclamation 
came too late.

The Province of Manitoba Is sup- 
plementing this work by Its excellent 
agricultural college, manned by pro- 
fesBors of tho highest standing In 
their various branches. That this 
work Is appreciated Is shown by tho 
largo attendance, not only of tho far- 
mer's sons, but by the farmer hlm- 
self and also by the sons of business 
men and professors who Intend fol- 
lowing farming as s profession, and 
that is what It Is fast becoming. 

Tho Province of Saskatchewan, 
alive to the necessity of a higher and 
a bettor system of farming, has In 
connection with its university au ag- 
ricultural collego and what It Is do- 
ing today In tho matter of education 
will bo felt for all time to come, and 
it will not bo long before it will be an 
easy matter to pick out tho farms 
manned by graduates of this collego, 
or the farms owned by those vtfm 
have gained from tho experience 
taught by their neighbor. 

Tho same may bo said of Alberta. 
Tho university at Edmonton has a 
complete agricultural collego. Full 
advantage or this is taken by hundreds 
of students anxlouB to better their ag- 
ricultural knowledge, and fit them to 
take hold successfully of tho lands 
that they expect to occupy. This 
provinco has also added demonstra- 
tion farms ln various parts, which are 
very successful, Inasmuch as farmers 
visit them from all parts, and take ad- 
vantage of educating themselves for 
short periods during each winter. 

Dean Curtlsa of Ames Agricultural 
Collego, Iowa, says: 

"We of tho United States think 
that'wo know how to get behind agri- 
culture and push, but the Canadians 
dare to do even more than we? do 'In 
some reBpects. They have wonderful 
faith In the future; they heHltate at no 
undertaking that offers prospects of 
results. More significant still Is the 
wide co-operation for agricultural pro- 
motion, Including the government, 
private Individuals and corporations 
and tho railroads." 

"Canadians are putting great faith 
In education for the development of 
their resources— not the old education, 
but vocational and technical. Prov- 
inces that have less than half the pop- 
ulation of Iowa and much less wealth 
are appropriating more liberally for 
colleges and schools. Manitoba, for 
instance, lias in the last two years 
provided about as much money for the 
building of an agricultural plant as 
Iowa has appropriated in half a cen- 
tury. It has given In two years $2,- 
600,000 for buildings and grounds for 
|Jts agricultural institutions. 

"Saskatchewan is building a plant 
for Jts university and agricultural col- 
lege, on a broader and more substan- 
tial 'plan than has been applied to any 
similar institution ln this country. Yet 
neither province has more than half a 
million population. 

"For public schools equally gener- 
ous provision is made. They are be- 
ing built up to give vocational and 
technical training as well as cultural. 
They fit the ueeds of tho country ex- 
cellently and should turn out fine 
types of boys and girls. They do this 
with a remarkable faith In the value 
of right education. 

"Dean Curtlss was much Interested 
in the many other'ways the Canadian 
government aids agriculture asldo 
from appropriations for educational 
purposes. They aro aiding in solving 
marketing problems;, they are encour- 
aging bettor breeding of livestock by 
buying sires and reselling them at 
. cost,* and thoy are doing many other 
things of like character. 

"I found that the government la ad- 
vanclng from 60 to 85 per cont. of 
tho money necessary to build co-opera- 
tive creameries and elevatore," sold 
Dean Curtlss, "and It 'is doing It at a 
low rate of Interest and on long tlmo 
payments. Where cattle need breed- 
ing up, tho' government buys bulls of
